Washington though outnumbered three 
to one by the American volunteers and 
militia summoned to oppose them. So 
bad was the outlook, that, as soon as 
the surrender of Napoleon released the 
British fleet from European 
service, 


permitting It to blockade tta Atlantic 
coast of America, the Washington Gov- 
ernment hurried to make peace, aban- 
doning in its haste the very Issue upon 
which it declared war. In the next con- 
flict that with Mexico, regulars were 
chiefly depended upon and the enemy 
had no strong force opposed.

it has never been suggested to deprive 
the lepers of their money and prevent 
them from making their remittances. We 
presume the Special Agent will also stop 
those suffering from consumption from 
•writing letters, except per amanuensis. 


The Advertiser had not imagined that 


money in circulation here may have 
passed current but a few days before 
in the leper colony. If the statement 
is true, as it doubtless is, we can begin 
to account for the fact that the rate 
of leprous contagion shows no signs of 
abatement. Things will be worse when 
paper money obtains freer circulation 
here, but they are bad enough now. 
We segregate the leper but we guard 
no one against his bacilli. It is time to 
segregate the bacilli and if the next 
Legislature refuses to do it, Congre^ 
should be appealed to. 


Hawaii did well in dealing with the 


plague, which had less than on.! hun- 
dred victims. But it only temporizes 
with a more deadly malady that 
has its thousands of victims. 
The 


fashion is not to mention these things 
in print but it is a fashion more honor- 
ed in the breach than the observance. 
We must not hesitate any more wUh 
leprosy than we have with other deadly 
maladies.

It is learned as a fact that almost every mall Is bringing offers for the pur- ^...~*^, m,,K m»t nt M 
chase of Hawaiian sugar stocks in amounts of from S5.000 to $10,000, and within the 
last thirty days approximately $150,000 of foreign capital has come into the coun- 
try through one avenue alone, all of which has gone into sugar stock. 
It Is confidently believed that relief frcm the present conditions Is in slgnt, 


and that before long the financial market will have experienced a radical change. 


The plantation agency debts abroad Will soon be paid up; a number of the bet- 


ter plantations are already "sftifered up" and dividends are being paid by them of 
over S500000 a month. The'Postal Savings Bank depositors are now being paid 
off and within the next thlrty-^yfl no less than J500.000 will be turned loose from 
that Inst'tution where it has bjeletofore been held under a sixty days' notice limit 
The bulk of this money being placed in the hands of the owners, will be invested 
or go into the banks, which will materially assist the situation by giving the 
banks control of money. 
, 
« » . , / * 
Although Congress failed to make provision for redeeming the Hawaiian Gov- 


ernment bonds the financiers are practically discounting the passage of the Re- 
ripmntlon Act by Congress next Winter by exchanging Government bonds held by 
investors who know they are soon to be taken up, for local securities. The Gov- 
ernment bonds are taken in exchange by negotiators both here and in San Fran- 
cisco with those who are willing to take government bonds and who are unwill- 
inc to buy sugar stocks. Again a radical difference between 1880 and 1900 la that 
there is now a large amount of capital In the country owned by estates which, 
while they will not invest in stocks, invest freely In good plantation property. 
Th's as in the past, has materially assisted the financial situation. For example. 
Kahiiku and Bwa not long ago floated comparatively large bond issues, the money 
coming from sources which would not In any event have invested In sugar stocks. 


Another source of relief is the fact that quite a number of the plantations have

COSTA RICA 


BANANAS 


How the Fine Fruit is 


Grown. 


OF SOIL 


An Article of Spechl Interest to 


k 


Agriculturists in These 


Islands. 


The lands of the banana are not one 


but many. Before Revolutionary times 
Cuba shipped many hundred thousands 
of bunches a year to northern markets 
and will yet do so again; and Jamaica 
has in the three parishes of Portland. 
St. Mary and St. Thomas Hfteen hun- 
dred acres under banana cultivation. 
But the land of the banana Is par ex- 
cellence Costa Rica. From Costa Rica 
come-the best and largest bananas that 
are sold in the New York and N,ew Or- 
leans markets, the bunches weighing 
from 
twenty-five to 
one 
hundred 


pounds each. In 1896 about two million 
bunches were shipped from Port Lim- 
on, and the number for 1897 must have 
reached three million. 


The most famous banana district In 


Costa Rica is that of Matina. Once or 
twice a year the Matina River over- 
Hows its banks, bringing down with it 
a vast amount of silt, which it dis- 
tributes over the low-lying lands to the 
depth of several inches. This silt is a 
fertilizer of the richest kind. It does 
more than manure the land; it drowns 
out all the taltucers—gopher-like ani- 
mals which are the worst of all pests 
to the banana-grower. In this district, 
banana trees often reach a height of 
thirty-five feet, a height rarely attain- 
ed by this species elsewhere. The ba- 
nana grows best on the lowlands near 
the sea and along the river banks, the 
most productive farms lying from fifty 
to three hundred feet above the sea- 
level. Here in Costa Rica the land is 
so rich that manures are never used, 
and after a farm has been in bearing 
for fifteen years, a few plowings will 
make It yield again like virgin soil. In 
most cases the banana farms are not 
plowed, the grass and weeds being cut 
by the machete. But when the plow Is 
used the expense of keeping the ground 
clear Is reduced one-half. 


The preparation of a banana farm Is 


an Interesting sight. The land and its 
vegetation have a tropic splendor that 
Is fascinating to a northern eye, and 
the men engaged In the work present 
an entertaining variety of human na- 
ture. 
When a piece of forest land Is to be 


planted in bananas, a gang of (laborers 
Is first set to clearing away the under- 
brush—no easy task In such a clime. 
Then with a long rope are measured 
off rows six yards apart to be planted 
with "bits"—cutting from the banana 
root. At six yards in the length of rope 
is tied a piece of red.tape, and at every 
piece of tape a stake 1s driven into the 
ground to mark the holes to be dug for 
the "bits." The "bits" once planted, 
the men are put to work with axes to 
cut down the trees. 


In six months' time the banana rows 


must be cleaned; in ten months all the 
weeds have to be cut down, and twelve 
months after the "bit" Is set is obtain- 
ed the first crop, or "cutting, as the 
planters prefer to call It On rich land, 
such as Is found along the 
Matina 


River, the trees, producing fruit all the 
year round, will keep on bearing from 
thirty or forty years and will yield 
four hundred bunches a year to the 
acre. 
The banana farms are almost all 


managed by foreigners, among whom 
Americans and Germans predominate. 
Next to the owner or manager comes 
the Jamaican under-boas, a very im- 
portant person In his own estimation. 
He generally wears a big silver watch- 
chain," a revolver and a machete—a 
combination 
whose air of mingled 


wealth and "business" he deems of 
great assistance In the fulfillment of 
his duty. That is to get all the work 
he can out of the men. Last In the 
scale come the laborers. Most of these 
are Jamaica negroes, the native peon 
of Costa Rica being unable to endure 
ao well as they the hot, humid climate 
of the lowlands. They do all the work 
and, naturally, receive the least pay. 


To the owner, the shipment of his 


fruit Is of course the most Interesting 
part of the work. When he receives a 
notice to cut bananas he is allowed two 
days' ttme to collect the fruit and car- 
ry It out to the railroad, where it is 
piled up on platforms to await the ar- 
rival of the banana trains. These are 
composed of box-cars with wide open- 
ings between the rails to afford free 
circulation of the air. On each train is 
& receiver who counts the fruit and 


• writes a receipt for the 
amount he 


takes in from the 
different 
farms. 


Sometimes there are as many as four 
trains out at once picking up bananas 
to be carried to Port LImon for the 
lading of a single New York boat. For 
this fruit the grower receives only thir- 
ty cents gold for a large bunch and 
fifteen cents for smaller ones. Tet even 
at this price the business Is a paying 
one. 
The natural difficulties are few, 


labor is cheap, and the results are larg- 
er every year. Given the proper tem- 
perament and a physlaue capable of 
bearing1 the heat and moisture the ba- 
nana-planter's lot Is not the hardest 
known'.' 
AJttiough the planter receives what 


seems such a ridiculously small sum 
for the fruit, when one stops to thlnl 
that within a week's time a thirty-cent 
hunch will quite likely retail for ten 
dollars In New Tork, yet his part ol 


r the banana Industry is far and away 


the most sure financially. The planter 
runs but very little risk. His crop la 
almost as regular and sure as clock- 
work, while the shipper, on the other 
hand, occasionally meets with severe 
losses by the fruit decaying on the voy- 


age. Unseasonable weather or* a long 
and stormy passage frequently rob the 
unfortunate shipper of ull his protHa. 


Botanists assert thut the IJUM.UIH la 


not a native of Central Ainemu ui tli« 
\\est Indies, but that the 
plant has 


been Imported to all parts of the w oriel 
from the tropical lands of the east. It 
aeunis, however, to thrive IK-HIT in its 
new homo than In Us nutUe soil. 


The varieties of bananas cultivated 


in Costa Rica are us numerous us the 
varieties of apples in northern climes. 
While the red-skinned bananas are 
considered the suiiei lor in 
the New 


York market, the >ellow-sklnn-d are 
much the more common, as. being less 
juicy, they stand the trip better o,nd do 
not decay so qplckly. 


The best authorities now agree that 


there is no specific difference between 
the banana and the plantain, and that 
the names are frequently interchanged. 


Some of the bunches grow to an enor- 


mous size, a single cluster frequently 
weighing as much as eighty pounds. 
The productiveness of the banana Is 
really wonderful. Humboldt estimated 
that as compared with wheat It was 
as one hundred and thirty-three to one, 
and as against potatoes forty-four to 
one.

Within a few weeks another 


stem starts up to bear more clusters, 
and so on without stopping for a gen- 
eration. 


Limon, or Port LImon as It ts gen- 


erally called, is the main seaport of the 
country. Although it has a population 
of less than fifteen hundred people, it 
a quite a thriving and busy town. 
Steamers from New York, Boston. New 
Orleans and Kingston make regular 
calls there, as, In addition to the bana- 
na trade which is already so large and 
steadily growing, large shipments are 
made of coffee, rubber and other prod- 
ucts of the country- As bananas are 
so perishable, naturally It Is necessary 
to get them to market in the quickest 
possible time. For this reason the ba- 
nana steamers are unusually fast boats 
for their class. This also gives the 
Costa Rica planter the enjoyment of 
frequent 
and quick 
communication

HILO, July 21.—The Herald says: 


The July term of court, Judge Little, 
presiding, closed at Honokaa on Tues- 
day last with three convictions of men 
who had taken human life. 


Arthur Meyners, a white man who 


killed Gus Schwartz In cold blood, was 
convicted of manslaughter in the sec- 
ond degree and was sentenced to six 
years at hard labor. 
The minimum 


sentence was five years. 


Nahalea, a Hawaiian charged with 


killing a Japanese who he believed to 
be intimate with his wife, was convict- 
ed of murder In the second degree and 
sentenced to life Imprisonment. 


Tohara, charged with killing a fellow 


countryman, was convicted of murder 
in the first degree and sentenced to be 
hanged in Hilo jail yard on September 
21 between 10 a. m. and 2 p. m. The 
evidence In this case was entirely cir- 
cumstantial.

It 
was eight head of horses and not fif- 
teen head, that were ordered killed at 
this ranch, by Dr. Garvln.

But that it can be caught as Father 
Damien ard hosts of others presum- 
ably caupht It—by personal contact 
with the victims of the scaly plague—• 
la a hypothesis so reasonable that nine 
out of ton people accept It as a matter 
of course. 


When the segregation law was pass- 


ed there had been the usual compro- 
mises for Legislative votes and among 
them were certain relaxations of proper 
sanl'arv rules. Parents could not bear 
to be forever parted from their child- 
ren In this life, husbands from wives 
and wives from husbands and so, to get 
any kind of segregation at all, it was 
thought necessary to permit more or 
less social Intercourse between the lep- 
ers and their kin. Under an arbitrary 
government 
such 
fatal 
concessions 


would not have been thought of. The 
lepers would have been banished from 
the sight of all save those who would 
accept perpetual exile with them and 
the agents of the Government having 
them In charge. 
But In this parlia- 


mentary country votes had to be look- 
ed for and as a result we got a half- 
way segregation law In which the quar- 
antine value la reduced to low figures. 
It Is time that the law was made as 
strict as those which were enforced In 
Honolulu against the cholera and the 
bubonic plague. If such a change can 
be had the Advertiser does not doubt 
that In less than a generation there 
will be no more leprosy In Hawaii. The

HEALTH AND CLIMATE. 


The question asked by a correspon- 


dent if the Hawaiian climate is bad for 
vomen may be answered In a way by 
he statement that there Is no Hawaii- 
an climate 
Each geographical sub- 


;ivlsion of the group has Its own cli- 
mate, in some places, owing to altitude, 
a bracing and crisp one, in another a 


limate of actual snow and Ice, In an- 
ther the climate of the 
sub-tropics 


ncl In still another the dank and mias- 
Tiatic heats of the true tropics. Even 
he difference between one part and 
nother of Honolulu Is easily perceptl- 
le. There are women and men too 
,ho fall sick on the plains and thrive 
n the Nuuanu valley and would thrive 
till better on the heights of Tantalus. 
And speaking of Tantalus it Is true 
hat five hundred miles of California 
atitude, counting north from the fron- 
er of Lower California, do not make 
o much difference In climate as lies 
etween Fort street * and the nearby 
nd easily accessible crest of that de- 
•ctable mountain. 
The consensus of opinion among doc- 
ors seems to be thai Honolulu has 
polled the emollient qualities in its 
limate by insanitatlon; but some of 
hem hold that when cesspools are 
bollshed and the sewer operated, we 
nail recover our physical tone. Per- 
aps. But the remark of one doctor 
hat Honolulu air is miasmatic by 
Ight points to another and more se- 
ious source of danger and that is the 
semicircle of flooded land in the em- 
brace of which Honolulans make their 
homes. Think of building a city In a 
swamp or on an island in a swamp. 
Every doctor would advise against 
such a course or cajl It suicidal; yet 
what Is the difference, hyglenlcally, be- 
tween building a city in a swamp and 
building a swamp about a city? This 
last Is what we have done in Honolulu. 
\Ve have deliberately surrendered our 
suburbs in many directions, to the rice 
field and the taro patch; have created 
a boundless contiguity of marsh where 
the frog croaks and the poisonous mists 
arise every warm night. There is a 
smell oftentimes on King street at 
| three o'clock In the morning when the 
wind Is southerly, that reminds one of 
the Bayou Teche country in Louisiana 
or the everglades of the Florida penin- 
sula and which prompts the hope that 
the authorities will, before we all get 
malaria, adopt the Savannah plan and 
prohibit the flooding of land for agri- 
cultural purposes at any place within 
three miles from city limits. 


We note the advice of one doctor ! 


that women should go to the Coast 
e\ery year or two for a few months | 
and recover from the effects of local 
enervation. 
The 
prescription Is one 


the most women would like to take. , 
So Is a trip to Paris or to the fiords of 
Norway.

GREETING ON LANDING. 


As I'sual. when the party was landed in 


the small boats crowds of the lepers gath- 
eied to meet them. Many of the visitors 
—ol whom over a hundred were natives— 
were greeted by relat ves and friends who 
kissed them passionately and carried them 
off to thefr own homes scattered about 
and enjoyed their close company until 
the whistles blew for the return. There 
was much embracing, as always on such 
occasions, and, many of the visitors bring- 
ing food and pleasant drinks, scores of. 
little luaus were spread. 


The Board of Health extended every 


courtesy to those who had obtained per- 
mission to go with It and no restrictions 
were placed on them. To those who have 
lived here long or who have made the sad 
trip to the Island of sorrow there la lit- 
tle new to he told, but for others details 
will b« mterestlnc. 
There are now 988 lepers in the settle- 


ment. The number Is decreasing yearly, 
Of the 988. 534 are males and 394 females 
Most of the lepers are natives. Thirty 
are Chinese, and twenty. Including Por- 
tuguese, are whites. Five are Ameri- 
cans, four are British, five are Germans 
and one a Norwegian. The latter Is a 
girl of is who lived here for some time 
and, going to San Francisco, developed 
the dlspBBB tn the Salvation Army Home 
there. Nearly 6.000 lepers have been taken 
to Molokai since the colony was estab- 
llxhed in ISfiB. The average deaths a year 
Is about 125, 


THE LEPER HOMES. 


The lepers live all over the peninsula, 


a few miles In extent at the base of pre- 
clp'toua mountains, which rise 2,000 feet 
and form a sheer wall to gruard escape to 
the other side of the Island, where are 


. plantations and healthy residents. The 


landing: is at Kalaupapa and here is tho 
Bishop Home for Girls. The Home con- 
sists of many cottages grouped about 
well-cared-for grounds and all presided 
over by the Sisters of St. Francis. The 
Sisters showed the Board about and an- 
swered many questions as to the events 
and Improvements of the year. There 
are about 123 p; rls and 
v-omen in the 


Home, many of the latter having: lived 
In its carp since childhood. 
I 


They reside tn the cottages which hold 


about eight or ten and which are kept 
scrupulously clean by the labor of 
the 


lepers. The walls are dcco.itcd with pic- 
tures and the lepers sit about on 
the 


porches or floors in the native fashion. 
Those who had friends as vis'tors w<-n 
especially happy hut almost ail seemed 
serene and cheerful. 
Especially did they 


brighten up vUitn spoken to by the Sisters 
who called each hy name. The Home is ] 
for the unproteotid female lepers of the 
cclony, and often' its Inmates marry and 
go to housekeeping in one of the many 
houses huilt hy the Government for them.

The Governor when addressing the 


chiefs In the beginning of April em- 
phatically declined to grant to the Alii 
Sili the title of Tupu of Samoa. Every- 
one who knows the history of Samoa 
is aware, that the only remedy against 
the difficulties -which have always at- 
tended the election of a king, and the 
maintenance of his authority against 
the frequent rebellions Incited by the 
rival chiefs, is the abolishing altogether 
of the kingship. The Governor stated 
that he had full confidence In Mataafa 
who In all his actions showed great tact 
and ability and Is specially endeavor- 
Ing to bridge over the gulf between the 
two parties. But this Is more easily 
said than done. Notwithstanding the 
many reconclllatory fono's that have 
been held by the rival factions there Is 
still some bitterness remaining. Here 
the Governor allowed that the tendency 
of the majority to propose to him only 
the followers of Mataafa for appoint- 
ment, although that which is to be ex- 
pected natives believing themselves to 
be the 
dominant party should be 


checked and that his endeavors had al- 
ways been directed to that end. 
He 


further expressed a wish not to start 
the native self-government In Mulinuu 
until some of the prominent men be- 
longing to the other party^, as Tanu, 
Tamasese, Seumanu and others have a 
due share, in native affairs. 
This of 


course the Governor added could not be 
done at once "but I am perfectly con- 
vinced" he said that the Government 
at Mulinuu, after the appointments 
have been made, will not be a mere 
party government.

The rea- 
son for this change was that by so 
many thousands of dollars would be 
saved to the plantation by reducing the 
cost of pumping. For five or six months 
of tho year there wh. be ample water to 
fill both ditches, In which case the pumps 
can be shut down entirely and \agaln 
whenever there la an extra heavy rain- 
fall in the mountains both ditches will 
be filled and the water carried "to reser- 
voirs, in which event the pumps can be 
closed down for a time. 


The contract for constructing the ditch 


was let to Carl Jensen, who Is well and 
favorably known In his line of business, 
having at that time just completed an ex- 
trnsive contract on the Oahu Railroad. 
Associated wilh him was H. A. Jaeger, 
who had just completed a contract 
for 


making a section of the Pall road. Work 


commenced at once and a force of 


between four and five hundred laborers 
were employed. 


The ditch Is over twenty-four miles in 


length, starting at Kallua, a point well up

IS FLOURISHING

OLAA. Hawaii. July 20.—The labor dif- 


ferences have touched 
Olaa but little 


Some of the Japanese laborers have left 
but the work on the plantation' is so. far 
.head that no shortage of labor has been 
experienced. The planting of the crop IB 
well ahead. This week sees 2,283 acres of 
plantation cane planted, besides that be- 
ing put In by outside planters and Japan- 
ese contractors. 


In addition to this the plantation wll 


set this summer about 600 acres, mak'ng 
3,000 acres all told of the first crop. Ear 
Her in the season It looked as If some 
outside seed cane 
would have to bo 


bought, but the plantation fields planted 
last spring and summer are furnishing al 
that will be necessary. 


The Hilo Railroad trains twice a day 


here now are In such regular running or- 
der ^that they are no longer a novelty 
The "passenger travel Is larger than was 
expected, and the daily 
stage through 


Olaa from the Olaa terminus of the rail- 
road to the Voleano House, adds consid- 
erably to the travel and convenience of 
the district. 
The contractors who have the work of 


grading the road to Puna are progressing 
rapidly. The material tip extending the 
road Is all on hand at Hilo and in a few 
weeks a large portion of the extension 
from Olaa to Puna will be laid and 
trains running thereon. 


At Puna plantation quite a number oi 


Japanese have left and gone to HHo, bul 
as at Olaa, there Is an ample supply of 
laborers for the work on the plantation. 


SUSPENDS WORK. 


American Sugar 
Company Quits 


On Account of Lack of Water. 
The American Sugar Company will 


suspend work at their plantation on 
Molokai and all bills will be paid up to 
date within a short time. This decision 
was arrived at at a 
meeting of the 


stockholders on Saturday at the office 
ef C. Brewer & Co. 


The cause of the suspension of work 


is lack of water. The report of Mr. 
Llndgren on that' question wag^ not 
very favorable as the new wells are not 
supplying as much as was hoped for. 
George H. Robertson states that while 
there is a limited supply of good water 
available it is not sufficient and work 
will have to be suspended for that 
reason as well as on account of lack of 
capital to work on. The peculiar state 
of the labor question at the present 
time also cut a figure In the determin- 
ation of the company to suspend opera- 
tions for the present.

necessary wcrk, t-rough the frequent va- 
cations, varying anywhere from a day to 
a week, which now one gang, and now, 
another, insist on taking. In some cases. 
large numbers of laborers leave the plan- 
tation entirely, and gradually drat into 
Hllo, the Asiatic quarter of which they 
are already crowding to overflowing. How 
theee people Hye nobody knows; probably 
to the same manner that the riff-raff of 
all races do. They are touts, pimps, gam- 
blers, sneak thieves, bummers and dead 
beats. It is well known that it has never 
been the better class of Japan peasantry 
and town folk who have been "shipped 
men;" in fact.

Evidence Against a 


High Sheriff Broun and Chester A, 


Doyle, court Japanese Interpretei. went 
to Kahuku yesterday for the purpose of 
looking- up the case of Amlmoto. the 
Japanese who was captured at Ewa the 
other day and who is accused of the 
murder of Hoyora. another Japanese, 
at

months ago. 


Mr. Brown had a talk with George 


Kamaka, the plantation policeman, and 
heard his story of the trouble between 
Am rroto and 
Hoyora. and he also 


talked with several Japanese who were 
present the night the murder was com- 
mitted. They assert that Amlmoto and 
Hoyora and Mita. 
another Japanese 


who is under arrest on a charge of 
complicity In the crime, were all en- 
gaged In a gambling game. Amlmoto 
and Hoyora quarreled over the game. 
Amlmoto accusing Hoyora of cheating. 
Hoyora finally got ""up 
and left and 


Amimoto followed him out. A few mo- 
ments later policeman Kamaka who 
was comlrg to the cabin to stop the 
noise the Japanese were making found 
Amimoto running away from the place 
as fast as he could. Suspecting some- 
thing wrong he took him to his house 
and locked him up. Then he went on 
to the cabin where the gambling had 
been going on. Just 
outside of the 


place he found the dead body of Hoyo- 
ra. The man had been stabbed several 
times in the back and had one ugly 
wound in the abdomen. Near by Ka- 
maka captured Mlta. He returned to 
his house with his second prisoner on- 
ly to find that Amlmoto had levanted. 


Since that time 
nothing has been 


heard of Amlmoto until he was captur- 
ed at Ewa plantation by policeman Ta- 
naka. 


Amimoto's case will be 
called for 


trial this morning in Judge Wilcox's 
court and will then be adjourned until 
Monday. On Mondav the 
Japanese 


witnesses from Kahuku together with 
policeman Kamaka will arrive to ap- 
pear against the accused Japanese.

This Chinese Y. M. C. A. was formed 


in the year of our Lord 1S75, for the 
purpose of spreading the 
Gospjl 
of 


Jtsus Christ among the Chinese. Af 
that time there were very,few Chinese 
"esldents In these Islands who had ever 
leard ojf Gcd ai.d of our SaUoi .It-sjs 
Christ; but there was a good Chinese 
Christian. Stau Hui.g by name, wn.i 
vas the first man to preach the Gospel 
to us at B3thel church, and who als i 
opened n. night school for the study of 
English. This was the beginning of thu 
work 
to Christianize 
Lhe Chinese in 


these Islands. But not long after Mr. 
SVau Hung left for Chi altogether with 
his family. 
During this psriod wh :n 


we had no pastoral aid. we wene as- 
sisted by a certain member of a broth- 
erhood society, whose name I cannot 
recall, who sympathized with us be- 
cause as a flock we were without a 
shepherd. 


He suggested the plan to send to San 


Francisco to secure a Chinese pastor 
to aid the Christian work lh Honolulu, 
and we succeeded In securing a man 
named Mr. Sit Moon. After his arrival 
In Honolulu, he at .once went to work 
and preached the Gospel to the Chinese 
at Bethel Church, where Father Damon 
had kindly let us hold our services, and 
also helped us to a cons derable extent. 
Yet there were very few .who came to 
bear the Gospel and sometimes non'e at 
all, and it was a pity that the work 
progressed so slowly. 


One day Mr. Sit Moon came to my 


store on Nuuanu street. T^lere we met 
Mr. L. Aseu, the present secretary of 
this T. M. C. A., and we considered 
what steps' should be taken to spread 
the Gospel In the Hawaiian Islands 
among our nationality. Mr. Sit Moon 
said we should open a Young Men's 
Christian Association, for the benefit of 
hose who wished to study the gospsl, 
and this met with our hsarty approval. 
*,. Aseu gave 1100, I J100, and Sit Moon 


20 to start a' fund. The first Y. M. C. 
V. meeting place was in Bethel church. 
With the assistance of Father Damon 
we held an enthusiastic nleetlng, and 


Ix new members Joined at this first 


meeting, whose names are as follows: 
Yap Ten Siau, Chee Fook. Chun Fook 
~^ee Sam. Chal Yee and Wong Nyen 
^shin. 
Thereafter the members de- 


ided to hold meetings every Tuesday 
o study more about Jesus and .His Gos- 
>el. 
It was not until Npve'mbor 
IS, 


877, 
that we adopted our'.constltution 


nd by-laws, drafted by the 'Hon. S. 


B. Dole, the President of the Renublle 


f Hawaii, and soon to be .our Gover- 
or, who helped us greatly to secure a 
barter from the Government. Prcsi- 
ent Dele has been very kind to us. 
or he did not c.harge us anything for 
he work he had done. In 1878 the ev- 
enses f.ir the maintenance'of this as- 
ociation having increased, .'it was d"- 
ded to open a crockery store on .Vuu- 
nu street fur the purpose of using its 
rofits to support the association.
